The vigorous telegrams sent by thirty 


local organizations to the American dele 
gates to the Washington conference take 
on added importance in that they give ex 
pression to a demand which ts world-wide 
and which is gaining strength daily. That 
demand f= that wer be made improbable 
by a thoroughgoing program of disarma- 
ment, fortified by international arrange 
ments to make it workable over a long pe- 
riod of time. 

The professional statesmen who are com- 
tag to Washington doubtless intend to side 
track the main issue. There wil] be sugges- 
tions of a triple allfaince to look after the 
Pacific and another threesided arrange 
ment for the Atlantic. China will want 
special protection from Japan, and France 
will argue for exceptions on the ground of 
her menace from Germany. The whole 
tangled European situation, with its parade 
of bankruptcies, wili inevitably be injected, 
as will the question of indemnities, repara- 
tions and cancéliation of the fmter-Allied’ 
debts. 

But the people want peace and now is the 
time that they must be made reasonably 
sure of continued and just peace. 

An alliance between a smal! number of 
nations is a challenge to outsiders to smash 
their way in—and the challenge is 
ally taken up sooner or later. 

Any plan of disarmament which is de- 
signed solely for maintaining the status quo 
as regards the four leading military powers 
at the ‘lowest outlay consistent with abso- 
lute overlordship is doomed to failure. 

It is doomed, frst of all, because the in- 
clusiye attitude which statesmen, under our 
leadership, have assumed toward all na- 
tions in their utterances would provoke a 
violent reversal of genera! sentiment against | 
the larger nations if they should use the 
gathering as a means toward keeping them- 
selves fit for war while forbidding all oth- 
ers to protect themselves similarly. What 
Wilson said in Italy is still true, despite 
the defeat of his program. “There are 
voices in the @ir” demanding a new rela- 
tionship for the peoples of the earth. Those 
voices will not be stilied. Particularly in 
this couptry is there a growing restlessness 
as it appears that efforts are being made 
to set the stage for making the Washington 
conference another congress of Vienna, 
wherein the effort to parcel off the races 
will be repeated. 


dition of at least two of the four dominant 
nations would make it highly improbable 
that a perfunctory disarmament policy, 
arous!ng the hatred of other groups, would 
be formidable enough to keep them cowed 
or strong enough to crush them should they 
decide to take up arms against the self- 
styled disarmers. 

Under a preferred-rights plan and a nar- 
row policy of “grab all” by a few nations 
disarmament would proceed so irregularly 
as to leave most of the nations helpless 
the few im a position to control them. 
all nations are treated equally and ail 
allowed to arm up to what they regard 
their special requirements the confer- 


will have accomplished nothing but 


the spread of international suspicions. 

The only plan which wil) benefit the world 
and which will work out is one which will 
80 sweepingly reduce armaments as to make 
military appropriations an incidental ig the 
budgets of nations, rather than the pre 
dominant item. 

The plan means that no nation can be 
left in a position to throw an overwhelming 
army or navy against another on short no- 


It means a careful program of super- 


vision of the reduction of secondary as well 
as primary military resources, which in a 
crisis are often almost as decisive as guns 
and ammunition. It means a recognized, 
respected and functioning internationa! tri- 
bunal which will have the authority to ad- 
judicate questions which, if left unsolved, 
would sooner or later pass from friction 
into strife. 

In short, whether we call the issue dis- 
armament, limitation of armaments or « 
widespread “gentleman's agreement,” the 
fact stands out that some kind of league 
of nations, with real life blood in it, must 
grow out of this conference if it is to re 
sult in good rather than harm. 

The American delegates, working toward 
such a goal, will undoubtedly be confronted 
with tremendous opposition, growing out of 
the traditiona) fears and ambitions of the 
Old World, which will make their task al- 
most impossible. They need now the vig- 
orous and unceasing reminder of the Amer- 
jean people that something big and conclu- 
sive is expected of them and of the confer- 
ence through their leadership. This is no 
time for hedging by diplomats or for silence 
on the part of the people. 

If these resolutions and demands keep 
pouring into Washington from every com- 
munity in America results will be achieved. 

If the people lose heart the old diplomacy, 
crafty and ever quick to make the most of 
a lull im the battle, will nullify the ambi- 
tions of our representatives and will take 
up anew their old pastime of planting drag- 
ons teeth across the face of the earth.

THEATER STATEMENT. 

A statement prepared by Secre- 
tary Woodward outlining the posi- 
tion of the theater owners is in part 
as follows: 

“This association has had a ¢on- 
tract with the musicians" union for 
the furnishing of orchestras and or- 
ganists in the thirty-five downtown 
theaters. The contract expired on 
the 4th Inst. 

“The union completely ignored 
our request for @ meeting between 
our committees. Apparently it was 
their intention to try and compel 
the theaters to accede to any de- 
mands that they might wish to put 
through. 

“Then this association sent a let- 
ter to the musicians’ union stat- 
ing that, beginning with the éth 
inet. (the date of expiration of the 
existing contract) all musicians who 
wished to work in the theaters must 
accept a 10 per cent reduetion in 
salary and work under the regula- 
tions of the theaters instead of the 
new rules demanded by the unton. 
There was no desire on the part of 
the theaters: to debar union men 
from working, but because of the 
exhorbitant and arbitrary demands 
of the union the theaters were com- 
pellied to express a determination to 
retain the right to cdhduct their 
own theaters ag business necessities 
should dictate. 

PRESENT SITUATION. 

“The situation at present ts that 
ample music of the dealred quality | 
has been easily obtained by the 
theaters to take the places of the 
striking union men, and there is no

“Officials of the local musiciang 
union state that there are approxi- 
mately 2600 members In this city.
